Now theſe Gentlemen of Ireland being. compoſed; 
or rather compadt of ſuch variety, I. do not: wonder,

Calamity is more equally conſidered: by. indifferent 
Perſons, than by them who lie under it ; for though 
it be common. in the Affliction,, yet. it is: particular in 
the ſeveral Attempts of each to get out of. it; and- the 
frailty of our Nature is apt to lead us beyond: our 
Charity to our Neighbour, when we want. it our ſelves; 
a Fault no ways to be extenuated,, yet too conumon,! 
and I fear too: much the practice, of fome. among theſe. 
Gentlemen: But I have digrelſed; Theſe. ſeveral, Nati-: 
ons and People I before mentioned, are ſuch as they

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ſince Creomunec!'s Conquelt after the RebeSion of FortyOne. 
Theke Men, though of tuch diflering Intereſts among 
themſelves, yetare a joint Body and ſeparate from the 


.other Intereſt of the Proteſtant Party of that King- 


dom, which they call the 0/4 Tutereft ; and they are 
the Of-/pring of the ſeveral Soldiers and Adventurers, 
ſince Stronghow's going. into that Kingdem. Theſe 
Men, it ſeems, thought their /xteref# infallible ; no 


queſtioning of their 7zt/e, becauſe it was the Forſei- 


tures of ſeveral Rebe4ions in the time of Popery, and 
of that, in Queen Elizabeth's Reign, when the 7rif6 
call'd in the Spaniards : But the Rebel/ion of Forty One 
they palliate with ſeveral Conceſſions and Arzicles 


-made, though they were, when the 7ri/h Saint (the 


then Duke of 7ort) ſtood their Champjon, found fri- 
volous. But thefe Gent/emen of the: 0/d InrerefF, 1 
1 find like our Welf here, value themfelves above the 
other they call Cromweliſts ; and on the other hand, 
the Cromweliſts look on them as: mungrelizd by the 
Triſh; among whom, many of them have match'd, 
.and therefore in Cromwe/'s time not much truſted ; 
though now, | I think, the New and O/d Intereſt 
unite gpainſt the common Enemy : I mean without 
the leaſt reſpect of Conſanguinity or Aﬀnity, the 7ri/ſb 
Papiſt being odious to:them both, 

Thus in thort (for I prefume you expect not the 
Genealogy 'of the ProtefFants of Treland) I have given 
you the preſent Intereſt and Place from whence they 
derive themſelves.

Serondly, For the Humour an! Diſpoſition of the | 


People, Tin them: in their Religion, much like us of 
England, of different Perſuaſions, yet not in any pro-

they ſhame us in one-thing, that is,'in giving reſpe&t 
to their C/ergy.

They are. of a -generous temper , and even now in 
their Wants, may be ſeen to have been a People of 
great Hoſpitality, lived in great Plenty; and therefore 
the more unfit to undergo Want; and if my Obſferva- 
tion be tight, 'are apter - to ſtarve than complain, and 
too haughty to undertake that they call a mean way 
of earning their living. I have diſcourſed with ſome 
that were but Farmers of Ten or Twenty. pounds ſter- 
ling a year, whom T queſtioned' how it chanced they 


were not gone' ih the'Army for Jre/and ; their anſwer 
was, 'They could get /no Command, .and: they knew 


not how to live upon Six-pence a day-;- but if they 
could have of their own Country to command them, 
-(for none elſe they- think will fight,). they -would go 


over Voluntiers. This Spani/þ Humour L find itrthem; 


bur that which nouriſhed 1t, is that which the Spanzard 
wants, plenty of Proviſions both for Back: and Belly. 
Suci a 7enant, as I mentioned before, of Tex pounds a 
year, lives better than x Free-bu/der in : England Of an 


Hundred pounds a year Eſtate ; keeps a- couple. of good” 


Geldings in. his Stable, good Drinkalways'in his'Ce/er, 
and better clad than our 7eomen of Kent. This may 
ſerve to ſhew the Humour and Diſpofition-of the Peo- 
ple, and the cauſe of it; only:'this 4\mwſ} add, . That [ 
believe them a very ſtout and :warlike People, which

| ſue, Having heard much talk of theſe Tories, I made

Theſe Men, after the reducing of /re/and, and the 
Lord Muſgrave (ſince Earl of Clancarty) laying down 
Arms, had no Commiſſion, and therefore called 7orzes. 
They came not in upon Muſgraves Articles, becauſe 
there were no 7erms for any guilty of Murther, of 
which moſt of them that ſtaid out 7orzes were in Crom- 
wel's Government , 'they were ſo hunted, and the 
Triſh. that were under Protection ſo- puniſhed for any 
Robbery they committed in the Pariſh where it was 
done, that they were ſoon deſtroyed : But upon every 
Alteration in Eng/and, ſome ran out, as if they were 
immediately to recover the Kingdom: - And fo they : 
did upon King Charles the Second's Reſtauration, cx- 
petting, as they then gave out, to be reſtored the fooner 
-for being found in cheir defence againſt the Fng/iſp, 
who they then hoped would be judged the greater 
_ Rebels ; ſoafter, upon the Durch Har, ſeveral got up, 
infoinuch that the Farmers of the Exciſe had Abatc- 
ments for the Ravage theſe made in the Country hin- 
_dering Afﬀairs. WW is 2 

There was one Redmond Hanly, that kept out ſeve- 
'ral years; ,though-great Attemprs of the Army conti- 
nually tnade- #o take him,;: and another in Munſter, 
called Colonel Poore, With many others, in all Parts of 
ee? | | | -” ne 
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and-to me feems a Reaſon for makwp'them"beld and 


good Soldiers, and moſt ſerviceable 'ogainft the © 175/5, 
as having been their former Maſters, and Conquerors: 


And Trogus Pompeius relates a Story of a "Coy ; 
which being over-run with Slaves,was not reduced, till 


laying afideother Armsthan thoſe of Chaſtiſement;their 
Maſters reminded them of their ſervile Fears, and fo 


at laſt regained their Empire over them, as their -an- 
cient Maſters, not Competitors of the Field. 


AndI find many of 0/iver's Soldiers alive, and free 


.enough to go againſt the Zri/h, if they had but Zgli/h 


Commanders of their own Countrey ; they complai- 
ning much of ſome that are ſent over, yet modeſtly 


expreſſed ; for 1 find them of a quiet and obedient 


Diſpoſition. 

Thirdly, For their Intereſt, I find them wunani- 
-mous for their Preſent Majeſties: and I have wondred 
in ſo great a number, as I have perſonally, and by proxy 
converſed with, that 1 ſhould never find but four Mer, 
ſo much as ſcrupling our preſent Happineſs, and © 
them three C/ergy-Men. | 

The Character, I firſt gave you of their Original, is 
Argument enough for their Aﬀection to our preſent Go- 
vernment, fince they are ſtripp'd of all by the late King, 
of whom they relate ſuch Things, as are not fit to 
come among humane, much leſs Chriſtian Fars. - | 

If the Engliſh, or Proteſtants of Ireland are confi 
dered in their perſonal or real Zfates, their Intereſt that 
way, I find to be thus : Few of them had any thing-in 
England, the Tempration of buying Land, cheap, and 
Rents better payed than in England, made them! lay 


out all there', and conſequently few monied Men 


among 
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+ Yor! few Fai ——_ 
in uſe -among them. ' Thoſe 
of _ Eftates had rebate great Stoaks of Cattel ; 
and: Land being cheap, the Country ſor theſe late 
Zears was over-burthened with thetn. 2» 

But that which-15-ſcarce to be eredited in fo aleneifad WL 
a Country, ſituate beyond any Place in; the Chriſtiar = 
World for 7rade, there ſhould be no Merchants: In all oY 
my Enquiry, E cannor find one that may bear the X 
Character of a compleat Merchant. They tell me, 
there were two or three in U#u4lin of univerſal - Trade; 
but growing rich, took Honaurs, and: purchaſed Lands; 
ſince them there appears nothing but FaQtors, and 
Home-bred-men, hke: our Planters in the Weſt-Trdtes : + 
And this is to me the Reaſon, why /re/and is-ſo con- 
ternptible in-'its Trade, that might otherwiſe be the 
moſt flouriſhing, Empire in-Exrope, there-being fo few 
Dealers reſident' in that: Kingdom- The Intereſt oft 
thoſe fled from thence, is comprehended under thoſe 
already named in Stock and real Eſtate ; and that brings 
me to your forth Has, the Loſſes of the Prote- 
Rants of Ireland. 

And here I find both you and I have been not only 
-miſtaken , but prejudicate. The evil Characters of: 
forne , and too light Behaviour of others, gives, I 3 
confeſs, too great. occaſion of cenſuring that People : _—_— 
But if ten righteous Men would have prevented Sodom 's . 
Condemnation, many tens of ill Men ſhould not con- 
demn a Kingdom, where there is more hundreds de- 
ferving.” Ho. |

Fourthly, Their Loſſes, and deplorable Condition; 
fkeems exceeding any modern Account ;' and the-more 
unhappy , ſince 'tis ſcarce perceived. - We pitied the- 
French Fugitives more than theſe, that are our - Boe 
and our Fe/h; and the Reaſon ſeerns to be, that every 
one of them was diſtinguiſhed by Garb and Speech , 
but theſe from Ireland are by neither, and ſo in the 
Croud not diſcerned ; nor ſhall we hear them complain, 
tor the Reaſons I have before mentioned ; but to come: 
to their Loſſes. I need not tell you what the Liſt given | 
into the Houſe of Commons mentions, to Which fome 
have made Exceptions, that the Returns are favoura- 
ble ; but that will not be believed by thoſe, that dif- 
courſe the Gentlemen concerned in them ; 4 more dero- 
gating Temper, I confeſs, I never ſaw among a People, 


. not in the leaſt inclinable to favour one another. - I am 


loth to fay, ir is giving moſt of them the Lye, to 
have honourable Thoughts of their beſt Men : But I 
would not make ſo general a Reflexion, for I have met 
with ſome worthy and intelligent Men: among them ; 
and ſuch as complain of ſome buſie Men, whoſe 
Employments of Agency and Solliciting,gave them the 
Opportunity and Practice of characterizing Men, in 
which they were too free , as well as faulty in 


- Poſſeſſing great Men with: but to return. The Loſles of 


the Nobility and Gentry, were. moſt in their real E- 
ſtates ; few of them had Money, and not conſiderable 
in Plate or Fewels; they that had any of the three, 
did in time ſend it over for Eng/and, 
That which I take to be as conſiderable, or more. 
than the rea! Eſtates, is the loſs of per/ſohal Eſtates 
in Stock ; and thatis vaſtly beyond our common Eſti-

it be novel: They tell me, in /reland the very Engl:/þ 
* givelittle or no Fodder in Winter to their 4/ack Carze/, 
by which means their Cows, . which they call Gowneys, 
_ that 1s, ſuch as had not Calves the laſt Summer, being 
with Calf the Winter following, are beſt in fleſh all the 
Winter ; and being ſo, the hungry 7riſb, in regard there

The quantity of Cer» and Beer that was brought in- 
to Ireland in one year after the laſt War, is incredible, 
as they relate it. A Perſon of good Quality and For- . 
rune told me, he was ther! a Merchant, and lived in 
England, but traded for Ireland, that he ſent great 
quantities of Wheat and Malt himſelf ; above Ter thou- 
ſand of our Quarters in one Tear went to Waterford; 
that to all Parts there went not leſs than One heandred 
thouſand Quarters in one year; and if fo mach was wan- 
ting when there had been fo: much of the Kingdom in

| -cannor omit the Foot of a Diſcoarſe I had with the 
moſt intelligent man I met among them ; it was this :
